HE thirtieth of November <_< the 
anniverfary commemoration of the 
apoftle S. Anprew, the tutelar Gint 
of the Scottifh nation, in honour of 
whom all true Scot{men then conftant- 
ly wear crofies, an account of the eri- 
ginal of this cuftom cannot be an im- 
== proper part of the entertainment of 
our readers for this day. And as this cuftom, and the ho- 
nourable order of the thiftle, owe their original to one and 
fame caufe, an extract of the account given ef this order, 
by Mr. Asumoce, in his Infitcusion of the laws and ceremo- 
nies of the moft noble order ef the garter, will at the fame 
time thew the rife of this ancient cuftom. ; 
The occafion of inftiruting the order of the thiftle in 

Scotland is varioufly related by different authors. Joun 

Lusty bifhop of Rods reports, * that the nigl.t before the 

battle betwixt Aruetsran king of England, or rather of 

Northumberland, and Huncus king of the Picts, a bright 

crofs, in fafhion of that whereon S. Andrew fuffered mar- 

tyrdom, appeared from heaven to Huncus 5 who having 
gained the victory, bore the figure of that crofs at all times 
after in his enfigns and banners, from which time all fuc- 
ceeding kings of Sco‘!and have religioufly obferved the 
fame bearing — Others ail-st, + that this extraordinary ap- 
pearance was not to Huncus, but to the Scots, whom 

Acuaiusking of Scotland fent to his affiftance. This viGtory, 

it is fayed, was obtained in the year 819, (tho’, according 

to** Bucnanan, Acuatus died nine years before ;) and that 

Huneus and Acnaius went barefooted in folemn procef- 

fion to the kirk of S. Anprew, to thank God and his 

apottle, promifing that they aod all their pofterity would 
ever ufe in their enfigne the crofs of S. Anprew ; which 
cuftom prevailed among the Picts, and remains among the 

Scots to this day: and that both thofe kings immediately 

infitutcd an order, which they named the Order of S. 

AnpREw. 

* Others, who allow that Acuatus inftituted this order, 

give the following different account of the occafion of it. 

That Acuaius, having made that famous league, offenfive 

and defenfive, with CHARLEMAGNE, king of France, againft 

all other princes, (to preferve the memory of which the 
Scotch Lyon, aflumed before by king Furcus, became then 
inclofed with a trefure of flowers de lis) tound himfelt 
thereby fo flrong, that he took for his device the thiftle 

and the rue, which he compofed into a collar of his order, 

* and for his motto Pour me defence: intimating thereby, 

that he feared not the powers ot forcign princes, feeing he 

leaned on the fuccour and alliance of the French, — And 
tho’ from hence may be inferred, that thede two plants, the 
thiftle and the rue, were the united fymbols of one order 
of knigt:thood, yer ** Mewnenius divides them into two, 

Making one, whole chief badge was the thiltle ; whence 

the knights were fo {tikd, and the motto, Nemo me im- 

pune jacc{fit ; and another vulgarly called Sertum ruta, or 

the gariand of rue, the collar of which was compofed of 
two branches or {prigs thereof, or elfe of many of its 
aves: however, at both thefe collars hung one ard the 
fame jewel, to wit, the figure of S. Anprew, bearing be- 
fore him the crofs of his martyrdom. 

vol But altho’ the thiftie had been acknowledged for the 

badge and fymbol of the kingdom of Scotland, even from 

the reign of Acnaius, as the sole was of Engiand, the 

ly of France, the pomegranate of Spain, &c. yet there 
ae fome, who reierr the oracr of the thiftle to later times, 
in the reign of Cuarves VIt. of France, when the league 

Of amity was renewed between that kingdom and Scor- 

nd, by which the iurmer received preat aid and juccour 

om the latter, ina t:me of extraordinary diftrefs. Others

The chief and princips) enfign of this order is a gold 
Collar compofed of thiitles, interlinked with anulets 
of gold, having pendan: thereunto the image of S. An- 
Drew with his crofs, ana this epigraph, Nemo me impune 

§ lace(ft, - 

This order confifted of thirteen kuizhts, in alluiion to 
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The time of their meeting was heretofore very r ligioufly 
obferved, and celebrated annually, upon the feaft day of | 
S. Anprew, in the church of the town dedicated to his 
name, in teftimony of the high eftecm and reverence they 
bore unto him as their titular faint and patron. During 
the folemnity, the knights were habited in rich and coft- 
ly apparel, and wore their parliament robes, having fixed 
on their left thoalders an azure rund'e, on which was em- 
broidered 8, AnpRrew’s crofs, environed in center with a 
crown compofed of flowers de lis, or. ——~ For the ordi- , 
nary and common enfign, they ufeda green ribbon, where- 
at hung a thiftle of gold, crowned with an imperial crown, 
withm a circle of gold, containing alfa the tore: mentioned 
epigraph or motto. 

In this account given by Mr. Asumote, it fecrms not a 

little Arange, that there fhould be fo g:eat an interval be- 
tween the times affigned for the rife of this order. The 
firft opinion carries it as high as the year 819: the fecond 
places it in 1425, in which year, according to * Bucna- 
Nan, the ancient league between France and Scotland was 
renewed, by Cuanves VII. of the former, and James I. ot 
the latter; the third opinion brings it down as low as 
1goo. So that there is above fix hundred years difference 
between the'firft and fecond periods of time ; and aimoft 
an hundred betvrcen the fecond aud third: tho’ the former 
of thefe was but a very little above three centuries, and 
the latter about thisty years more than two centuries ogo. 
The antiquity therefore of this honourable order is very 
uncertain, fince it is not evident, whether it is about nine 
hundred, or only two hundred years old. 
_ The occafioo likewife is as uncertain, as the time of 
Its inftitution ; and it is not fufficiently manifeft, whe- 
ther that occafion was tor the honour of the Scotith na- 
tion. As to the ftory of the miraculous appearance of 
S. AnpREw’s crofsto Huncus and his folders, (or of S. AN- 
prew himfelf in a dream to Huncus, and ef the crofs in 
the time of the battel to both armies, as BucuaNan + Te- 
lates it,) the prefent learned age is fo far from believing any 
fuch appearances, that it is rather apt to call in queftion 
the truth of S. Anprew’sgmaytyrdom upon a real crofs. 
But fuppofing this to be true, and that’ it gave occafion to 
the inftitution of this order ; thofe, who are moft zealous 
to advance the antiquity of it, if they will but impartially 
attend to the demonftrative reafonings of their country- 
man the Independent Whig, will not think it much for the 
honour of the erder, that it fhould take its original from 
an iliterate bigotted fifherman. 

If to fecure the antiquity of this order, we refer it to 
the time of king Acuatus, who is, fayed to have inftituted 
it upon his having concluded a league, offenfive and defen- 
five, with CHakLtemacne ; this occafion ftems probable 
enough : but then it redounds more to his honour, and to 
that of France, than to the honour of Scotland, and of king 
Acuaius. — If we cut off fix hundred years from its an- 
tiquity, and, to render this more probable, bring it down 
to the times of James I. of Scotland, upon his renewing 
of the league with Cuarces VIL. of France; the great at- 
fiftance given by Scotiand to France in the time of her ex- 
traordinary diftrefs, which is afligned more efpecially as the 
reafon for this inftitution, does not appear trom hiftory 
to _ coniideiable, as to deferve to be tranfinitted down 
to paterity by fuch a lafting way of commemoration, 
That afiiftance was given five or fix years before the re- 
newal of this league, and confifted of feven thoufind men, 
as Bucwanan tells us; tho’ the French hiftorians fay they 
were but feven hundred. However, they own, that prin- 
cipally by thefe auxiliari: s the victory ac Bauge was gained ; 
Where the Englifth under the duke of Clarence were in- 
tirely defeated, him{elf, with feveral of the nobility and 
gentry flain, and many more taken prifurers. Had the 
inftitution been fixed immediately jafter the time of this 
victory, it had feemed more probable, than that it fhould 
commence five years after, upon the renewal of the league. 

If it be placed no higher than 1g00; yet it will be as 
difficult to afcertain the immediate occafion of its inftitue 
tion. And Mr. Cuansercayne ** tells us, that being 
‘“‘ grown into defuetude by length of time, it was re- 
“* vived by king James VII. [of Scotland, and II. of Eng- 
** land; ] but his misfortunes preventing the completion of 
“* that nvtter, it was reftored by the late queen ANNE.” 

Nor would it at all have derogated fiom the honour of 
this Order, head it derived its original fo lately as in her

that it had been the effe& of her mere will and pieafure. 

As the fovereign is the fole fountain of this honour, it fiz- 

nifies little upon what occafion the ftream was at firft let 

our, or how long it has flowed : nay, this ftream, like 

others, by running a long way, is apt in time to grow’ 
muddy. That which makes this ps + really henourabie 

is neither the antiquity, nor. the occafiou ‘ef its firft infti- 

tution, but the real occafion ef its being conferred up- 

on any particular perfon, as a reward for fome fignal for- 

vice, and a mark of the favour of his prince. lf we cad’ 
fuppote it to have been ever beflowed upon difhonourable 

motives, as a fort of wages for giving up the rights of 
ones ccuntry ; the entigns of it are really difgracetul, apd 

like the fhoulder-knots of foot-men, are only fplendid 

badges of fervitude. 

The collar of this order is convpofed of thiftles, iater- 
woven and linked with {prigs or leaves of rue all of 
gold, Mr, Cauampertayne aflerts, that “ the _thiftle © 
“ was chofen for its aprnefs to exprefs one effet of cou- 
** rage, which ts threatning:” and by this he vindicates the 


‘prefent motto, which runs in the future, “* Nemo me im- 


‘< pune laceffet, which, he fays, is more threatning, and 
 exprefles more of caurage ; tho’ he allows the prefent 
“time lacefit makes {denotes} more the nature of the 
“thing.” That the thittle is aproper emblem of courage, 
which will not fuffer itfelf to be infilted, 1 readily ac- 
knowledye; but, I cannot think, that theinfulting of othirs 
by threatning is aiy effect of that virtue. And therefere, 
the alteration of the motto fiom the prefent to the future, 
if ic did run anciently in the prefent, like all other mortes, 
I take to have been purely accidental at the firft, tho’ it 
may have been continued tince by defign. 

But the thfftle is as proper a fymbol of the barrenne(s 
of any country, as of t courage of its inhabitants : sud 
that country might juftly-take for its emblem its nitive 
thiftle, where thofe two verfes of Vircit, Ee, v. 38, 59. 
are literally exemplified,

However, no unfruitfulnefs of a country, from the difad- 
vattage of its climate, can be juft matter of reproach of 
fhame to any people ; becaufe it is intirely wut of their 
power to alter it, And therefore that farcafm of Crevg- 
LAND is too fevere and bitter, 


Had Cain been Scot, God would have thang'd bis doom, 
Not fore'd him wander, bust confin'd him home. 


The moft barren regions are generally the moft fruitful in 
men of courage: and thefe are never afhamed of the natu- 
ral inconveniencies to which their native couctry is fubjects 
but follow the example of Ucysses, who preferred the 
barren rocks of Ithaca, ‘to all the plenty and pleafures of . 
Cacypso’s ifland. {£ am therefore inclined to think, that 
the thiftle was originally affumed, as a {ymbolical reprefen- 
tation, both of the intertility of the Scottifh foil, and of the 
intrepidity. of its inhabitants. 

I do not find any conjetures about the fignification of 
the other fymbol, rue, But, as that herb fubdues vapours, 
ftrengthens the brain, refifts poifon, and heals the bites of 
ferpents, it might probably be joined with the thiftle in 
the collar of the order, to thew, that thofe who wear it, 
are, or ought to be fortified againft the whims of {pleen 
and hyp, againft the lazy ftupidity, the venomous flaxtery, 
and the ferpentine malice, which abound in warmer, more 
fertile, and luxurious climates. Bavius.

* ‘From Mr. Baxer’s ( not Dr. Baxer’s) letter, which is 
dated O@. 10. but has 20 year, it appears that Mr, H. had 
written to him to defire his affiftance in his intended Gram- 
mars, and to borrow fome books. In anfwer, Mr. Ba- 
er offers to lend him fome books, and concludes his ler- 
ter; “ I with they had filled up our fellowfhips whiift 
« you was here, that we might have eojoy’d fo ufeful a
